Pursuant  to  Section  20,  Chapter  201,  1942,  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  I 
have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1946,  giving  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  insurance  companies  licensed 
to  do  business  in  Alberta,  detailed  statements  of  provincial  and  extra-provincial 
companies,  together  with  other  data  of  administration,  both  with  respect  to  The 
Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  The  Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act. 

During  1946  the  following  six  companies  were  licensed  for  the  first  time 
to  write  insurance  in  the  Province  of  Alberta:

The  Real  Estate  Agents’  licensing  year  expires  June  30th  annually;  817 
Agents’  or  Salesmen’s  licenses  were  issued  between  July  1st,  1946  and  June  30th, 
1947.  These  included  536  Agents’  and  281  Salesmen’s  licenses. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  32  Advisory 
Board  meetings  were  held  during  1946  dealing  with  applications  for  licenses 
covering  fire  and  other  classes,  and  8  "Boards”  dealing  with  applications  for 
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life  insurance.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  applications  were  dealt  with 
(other  than  life  applications)  by  the  ''Committee”,  31  applications  were  approved, 
65  rejected,  11  rejected  but  later  granted  on  further  review  after  additional 
information  was  submitted,  while  22  applications  were  withdrawn  by  the  appli¬ 
cants  on  full  information  respecting  the  licensing  provisions  being  drawn  to  their 
attention.  Several  of  the  number  granted  were  only  allowed  on  the  understanding 
that  renewal  application  would  be  again  reviewed  in  1947.  Fifty-one  applications 
for  life  license  were  placed  before  "Boards”,  16  were  granted,  19  declined  since 
they  did  not  fall  within  the  "Principles  Governing  Agency  Matters”  while  16 
were  withdrawn  by  the  applicants.  Well  over  50  were  questioned  and  the 
insurance  companies  were  required  to  file  additional  information. 

In  so  far  as  The  Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act  is  concerned,  21  appli¬ 
cants  for  either  agents’  or  salemen’s  licenses  were  placed  before  "Boards”, 
constituted  similarly  to  Advisory  Boards  under  The  Insurance  Act,  when  7 
applications  were  rejected  and  14  withdrawn  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  In  addition  several  applications  for  agents’  licenses  (approximately  18 
in  number)  were  reduced  from  an  agent’s  application  to  that  of  a  saleman, 
the  applicant  having  been  induced  to  act  as  a  salesman  for  a  duly  qualified 
agent  for  at  least  one  year  before  making  application  for  an  agent’s  license. 
Review  of  applications  for  licenses  received  at  the  office  will  be  considerably 
increased  next  year  by  reason  of  an  entirely  new  Act  which  it  is  expected  will 
be  then  in  force.  This  Act  has  as  a  matter  of  fact  already  been  accepted 
having  been  passed  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature,  provisions  of  which 
are  very  much  stricter  than  were  thoce  of  the  old  Act,  and  is  designed  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  and  the  betterment  of  the  real  estate  business  generally. 

Five  prosecutions  were  instituted  and  convictions  obtained  within  the  year 
under  review  for  infractions  of  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  8  prosecutions 
under  The  Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act.  In  view  of  the  new  provisions 
a  stricter  enforcement  of  The  Incurance  Act  will  be  undertaken  next  year  as 
agents  under  both  Acts  have  now  been  fully  warned  that  the  Department  intends 
to  undertake  prosecutions  where  infractions  are  committed.  Many  agents  in 
the  past  have  been  inclined  to  overlook  the  necessity  of  obtaining  license  before 
commencing  business  and  in  a  number  of  cases  of  even  obtaining  one,  relying 
on  the  Department  to  notify  them  of  the  infraction  before  taking  action. 
Already  a  number  of  prosecutions  have  taken  place  this  year  (1947). 

New  applications  for  license  adopted  last  year  in  so  far  as  insurance  is 
concerned  are  proving  much  more  satisfactory  than  were  the  old.  New  appli¬ 
cations  and  bonds  are  now  in  use  in  respect  to  real  estate  under  the  new  Real 
Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act.

Additional  staff  appointed  to  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  is  also 
available  for  the  enforcement  of  The  Insurance  and  Real  Estate  Acts,  and  this 
is  enabling  us  to  give  a  much  better  service  to  the  public.  The  stricter  enforce¬ 
ment  and  inquiries  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  public  as  a  result  of  complaints 
or  inquiries  received  is  undoubtedly  assuring  satisfactory  results  as  evidenced 
by  the  number  of  complimentary  letters  and  letters  of  appreciation  on  file. 
A  number  of  complaints  respecting  unsatisfactory  loss  adjustments  were  also 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  in  some  cases  adjustment  was  made  by  the 
insurance  companies  without  entailing  any  cost  to  the  public.  This  is  a  service 
which  we  are  being  called  upon  more  and  more  to  give,  and  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  companies  for  so  satisfactorily  voluntarily  dealing 
with  us  in  these  matters.  I  also  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  staff  of  the  Office  for  their  co-operation  in  so  diligently  working  with  me, 
often  under  pressure,  due  at  times  to  shortage  of  staff  and  new  replacements 
which  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  during  the  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  covering  the  period  of 
January  1st  to  December  31st,  1946  (pursuant  to  Section  35,  Chapter  266,  R.S.A.. 
1942,  The  Fire  Prevention  Act) . 

Again,  I  am  compelled,  as  I  was  last  year,  to  report  an  increase  in  both  the 
number  of  fires  and  property  loss  by  fire  in  1946,  over  that  recorded  for  the  year 
1945,  being  2,308  fires  in  1946  as  against  2,138,  and  a  property  loss  of 
$2,544,688.99  in  1946  as  against  $2,208,199.71,  or  an  increase  of  170  fires  and  a 
property  loss  of  $366,489.28.  The  only  consolation  I  have,  in  reporting  this 
increase,  is  that  it  is  not  as  heavy  as  experienced  in  some  of  the  provinces  in 
Canada,  and  especially  not  nearly  as  great  as  that  experienced  in  some  parts  of  the 
United  States.  I  very  deeply  regret  to  report  an  increase  in  fatalities  due  to  fire 
during  the  year,  being  45  in  1946  as  against  30  in  1945,  but  seven  of  the  deaths 
were  the  result  of  aeroplane  crashes. 

There  is  no  need  for  me,  I  think,  to  elaborate  upon  the  causes  of  the  fires,  or 
the  reasons  for  the  deaths  by  fire,  as  these  are  amply  expressed  in  tables  appended. 
Table  one  gives  a  comparison  of  the  1946  losses  as  compared  to  1945,  month  by 
month.  Table  2  shows  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the  fire  loss  year  by  year  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  and  from  which  it  will  be  noted  the  loss  in  1946  is  the  highest 
during  that  period.  Table  3  sets  out  full  details  of  the  causes  of  the  fires  during 
the  year,  classified  as  to  occupancy  and  construction.  Table  4  exhibits  institu¬ 
tional  losses  and  losses  caused  by  lightning,  and  Tables  6  and  7,  which  are 
tabulated  in  uniformity  with  other  provinces  of  Canada,  is  the  new  "Schedule  of 
Classification  of  Fire  Risks”  adopted  for  insurance  purposes.  A  quick  glance 
only  at  Table  3  suffices  to  indicate  the  continued  apathy  of  the  people  to  the 
danger  of  fire  and  the  careless  practices  that  cause  fire. 

In  my  report  last  year,  I  recommended  the  services  of  the  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner’s  office  be  augmented  to  extend  fire  investigation  and  fire  inspection  to 
cover  a  wider  field  of  service,  and  that  an  official  be  stationed  in  the  south  and  an 
additional  inspector  at  Calgary.  Following  several  consultations  with  you,  this 
was  agreed  upon,  when  in  the  fall  of  last  year  a  branch  office  was  established  at 
Lethbridge,  where  a  new  inspector  was  installed;  also  an  additional  inspector  at 
Calgary  under  the  resident  inspector  already  in  charge  there,  while  a  new 
employee  was  added  to  the  staff  at  head  office  to  assist  with  the  additional  duties 
created  because  of  increased  inspections,  additional  orders  to  remedy  conditions 
and  correspondence.  Bertram  Lea,  inspector  for  a  number  of  years,  and  latterly 
Deputy  Fire  Commissioner,  was  retired  on  superannuation  at  his  own  request 
also  in  1946,  and  a  replacement  effected.  Incidentally,  I  might  mention  the  in- 
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spectors  of  the  office  with  the  exception  of  two  are  now  all  ex-members  of  the 
R.C.M.P.  and  as  such  fully  qualified  to  undertake  investigation  duties  involved, 
particularly  that  concerning  the  cause  and  origin  of  fires,  and,  with  the  exception 
of  one,  all  returned  soldiers  of  either  the  first  or  second  Great  Wars.  J.  H.  C. 
Johnston,  resident  inspector  at  Calgary,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year  (1946) 
to  accept  a  position  as  inspector  with  an  insurance  company  and  has  been  re¬ 
placed.  All  the  new  appointees  in  question  were  first  stationed  in  Edmonton  for  a 
period  of  time  before  being  assigned  to  their  districts  to  enable  them  to  become 
accustomed  to  office  routine  and  to  be  instructed  in  fire  prevention. 

As  a  result  of  the  increase  in  staff  mentioned,  a  considerable  greater  service 
has  been  possible  to  the  public.  There  were  212  cities,  towns  and  villages  visited 
in  1946,  as  compared  with  97  in  1945,  while  667  written  orders  and  356  verbal 
orders  were  issued,  as  against  190  and  335  respectively,  and  increased  inspection 
has  only  just  commenced;  as  of  course  work  by  the  new  staff  was  not  effective 
until  late  in  the  year.  There  were  also  317  special  inspections  carried  out  last 
year  in  comparison  with  235  in  1945.  The  duties  of  the  office  in  respect  to 
investigation  of  fire  losses  of  suspicious  origin  has  not  increased  to  any  appreciable 
extent,  but  this,  it  is  expected,  will  become  more  involved  within  the  next  year. 
This  phase  of  responsibility  is  being  watched  with  caution,  and  we  are  ready  to 
cope  with  it  when  the  occasion  arises.  Twenty-four  investigations  of  this  nature 
were  conducted  by  the  department  in  1946,  but  only  three  charges  were  laid,  and 
two  convictions  obtained.  A  stay  of  proceedings  was  entered  by  the  Crown  in 
the  third  case. 

During  the  year,  regulations  were  approved  under  The  Fire  Prevention  Act, 
under  which  gasoline,  kerosene  and  distillates,  etc.,  could  be  sold  by  the  drum  or 
other  similar  containers,  or  as  to  structures  in  which  drums  and  other  containers 
could  be  filled.  These  regulations  were  promulgated  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
927  dated  May  29th  (  1946.  Regulations  were  also  adopted  governing  the 
approval,  sale,  installation  and  maintenance  of  oil  burners  and  oil  burning  equip¬ 
ment  and  appliances  using  inflammable  liquids  as  fuel,  promulgated  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  2012  dated  November  Nth,  1946.  As  to  the  latter,  I  may  say  these 
are  uniform  with  regulations  already  in  force  in  British  Columbia.  Consideration 
is  now  being  given  to  additional  regulations  dealing  especially  with  fire  in  hotels, 
apartments  and  rooming  houses,  including  fire  egress,  fire  alarm,  emergency  fire 
fighting  appliances;  also  regulations  dealing  with  the  construction  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  places  of  public  assembly  and  a  uniform  fire  prevention  bylaw  for  towns 
and  villages.  Regulations  of  this  nature  will  be  considered  this  year  by  the 
Association  of  Canadian  Fire  Marshals,  which  Association  is  holding  its  1947 
annual  convention  in  Vancouver,  B.C.  I  am  myself  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  "Standard  Codes  for  Places  of  Assembly  and  Uniform  Regulations,”  and  am 
hoping  it  may  be  possible  to  obtain  agreement  among  all  provinces  to  a  uniform 
set  of  regulations,  in  principal  at  least,  upon  these  questions.  A  delegation  from 
this  office,  including  two  inspectors  and  myself,  will  attend  this  meeting,  con¬ 
vening  May  Nth.  We  will,  when  in  Vancouver,  also  deal  with  certain  questions 
respecting  the  approval,  sale,  installation  and  maintenance  of  oil  burning  equip¬ 
ment  and  inquiries  into  fire  investigation  in  the  city  of  Vancouver  by  the  City  of 
Vancouver  Fire  Department,  Arson  Squad. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  personally  attended  the  meetings  of  the 
Dominion  Fire  Prevention  Association  and  the  Association  of  Canadian  Fire 
Marshals,  held  at  St.  Catherine’s,  Ontario,  May  28th  to  31st.  I  also  attended 
the  1946  annual  convention  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  at  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  immediately  following  the  St.  Catherine  meeting.  I  spoke  at  the 
latter  convention  on  "Protection  of  Homes  for  the  Aged,  Convalescent  Homes 
and  Private  Hospitals.” 
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New  equipment  was  purchased  last  year  to  enable  additional  investigation 
and  inspection  work  to  be  carried  on,  including  three  new  automobiles  which 
were  assigned  to  Edmonton,  Calgary  and  Lethbridge  respectively,  while  this  year 
(1947)  a  Bell  and  Howell  (16mm.)  projector  and  screen  together  with  the 
necessary  incidental  equipment  has  also  been  secured.  We  intended  to  engage 
upon  a  fire  prevention  educational  campaign  through  schools  and  wherever  other¬ 
wise  possible,  and  already  four  fire  prevention  films  have  been  obtained,  entitled: 
"Chemistry  of  Fire”,  "Fight  that  Fire”,  "A  Word  to  the  Wise”,  and  "They 
didn’t  Have  to  Die”.  These  have  already  been  exhibited  several  times  both  in 
schools,  to  volunteer  fire  brigades  and  at  public  meetings.  In  addition,  two 
(35mm.)  films  have  been  secured,  and  these  are  being  distributed  throughout  the 
Province  for  showing  in  public  theatres.  Other  educational  activity  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  1946,  according  to  custom,  comprising  addresses  over  the  radio  and 
distribution  of  fire  prevention  literature,  etc.,  while  the  Province  again  engaged  in 
a  Dominion  Fire  Prevention  Poster  contest,  the  prizes  for  the  Province  of  Alberta 
being  awarded  to:  First,  Nestor  Svarich,  Vegreville  High  School;  second,  Janet 
A.  Oakes,  Ensign;  and  third,  Eleanor  C.  Hatfield  of  Central  High  School, 
Calgary. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  extend  appreciation  for  co-operation  extended  to 
this  office  by  various  organizations  interested  in  fire  prevention,  Fire  Chiefs  in 
the  Province,  and  in  particular  the  Fire  Chiefs  of  Edmonton,  Calgary,  Lethbridge, 
and  Medicine  Hat,  the  R.C.M.P.  and  by  the  staff  of  the  office  to  myself  per¬ 
sonally.  May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  also  for  your  help  in  the 
many  problems  it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  bring  to  your  personal  attention. 

I  feel  sure  the  office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  is  now  better  equipped  to  serve 
the  public  than  it  has  ever  been.
